S. R. O. 8(>.—In exercise ofthe powers conferred by Section 123 ofthe Coast Guard Act, 1978 (30 of 1978), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules, ftirther, to amend the Coast Guard (Seniority and Promotion) Rules, 
1987, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Coast Guard (Seniority and Promotion) (Amendment) Rules, 2002. 

(2) shall come into force from the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

Z In the Coast Guard (Seniority and Promotion) Rules, 1987 the following sub-para shall be inserted after sub¬ 

para (4) of para 7, namely:— 

“(5) All reports of Coast Guard Officers of the rank of Commandant (JG) and Corrmiandant will undergo a 
‘Performance Appraisal Review’ at CGHQ by a Performance Appraisal Review Board (PARE) with a view to 
analyse instances of wide deviations from their previous overall career profile. The Relporting and Reviewing 
Officers will be required to aqrport very higfi or low grading in the remarks column. At Coast Guard Headquarters 
the numerical grades may be suitably moderated on the reconunendation of PARB with the approval of the 
Director General Coast Guard so as to bring the same in tune with officer’s demonstrated past perforfhance.”

Ram River flows adjacent to S. Nos. 7,8,68,67 and upto Pashan lake S. No. 68 is 
occupied by Bharat Elec. Ltd. (BEL), Pune. Ram River is shown in blue colour on the map. Area occupied by BEL is shown 
by hatched lines. On SOUTH-EAST side, HEMRL boundary touches National Highway No 4 (Mumbai-Bangalore 
Highway). All the S. Nos. cover the restricted area upto a distance of457.2 mtrs from the boundary of HEMRL towards 
NORTH-EAST and SOUTH- EAST. This area is shown in yellow colour in the sketch plan—Appendix ‘A’. 

SOUTH

is situated on South side of HEMRL. This side of land within the 457.2 mtrs line having a hill and HEMRL has occupied it 
Upto the top of the hill. All the S. Nos. cover the restricted area upto a distance 457,2 mtrs from the boundary of HEMRL 
towafds'SGUTS-E AST 2 "d SOUTH-WEST.
